CANADIAN PACIFIC MAIL 
STEAMERS. : 
In the House of Lords, on tho 8th March, 
the Enrl of Hlarrowby, in pursuance of 
notice, asked the Socrotiry of State for tha 
Colonies whether Her Majesty's Govern- 
mont liad accepted the proposala which had 
been recently made, for tho establishment 
of @ line of first-class British mail ateamors 
from the.city of Vancouver, the Pasifio ter- 
minus of the Canadian Pacific Railway to 
Japan. and Hongkong, when the Pacific 
. Railway is opened for through traffic from 
Great Britain in the month of June next. 
. Ho said that tho reasona which had induced 
him to bring this matter forward ‘were, he 
need aeureels sny, entirely disdocintod from: 
any erieual copueation with the Canadian 
Pavifio Railway, or with tho proposed line 
of mail atosmers, The remarks. ho now 
made wero based solely on information re-: 
ceived by him as a member of the late 
Government. His intorest in this matter 
was futthor awakened by the fact that.a 
few years ago ho aarved, with his noble 
friend. Lord Iddesteigh, on tho Hudson's 
Cominittee, when the question of open- 
ing up these regions was fully considered. 
It had been a matter of the groatest dolight 
to watch how much more ripidly than they 
could havo hoped their Canadian fellow- 
subjects had sprend civilisation into their 
at and marvellouscountry. As rogarded 
tho position of the late Government. on this 
matter, ho might say that ds regarded its 
main principlea the schemo for subsidising 
this line of atoamors was very favourably 
entertained by: them. The schome . was 
brought before thom in January, and it 
had, of course, to be referred to tho depart 
ments of tho Post Office, the Admiralty, 
the War Office, and. tho Trcasury before it 
could be finally approved. Whether -tho 
lato. Government would have arrived at» 
decision ultimately to support the schome 
he could not, of cours2, state. .He conld 
only say that Hor Majesty's -late advisors 
—“falt_nicst favournbly“tawnrds it, 
- they Had great hopes of being ablo to co-oper. 
ate with the Canadian Government in the 
establishment of this gront and most import. 
ant lino of mail steamera. This subject, he 
might obscrve in passing, was not in tho 
slightest degree one of » party or of a con- 
troversial character ; and he had no inten- 
tion whatever of attacking noble lords 
opposite. Hia reason for bringing the 
matter forward was that ho thought it 
ossible that an oxpression of the opinion 
in their lordshipa’ House might strongthon 
the hands of the Colonial Offica, and might 
show that parsimony .on. tho part of the 
Troasury was unwise and ought to give way 
to more generous views. With their lord- 
.- Bhips’ permission, he would stato of what 
this scheme consisted. It was proposed to 
start a great lino of mail stoamors from the 
city of Vancouver, the terminus of the 
Canadian Pacific Railways, to Japan and 
_. Hongkong. “Tt was felt that this would ba 
“the Seréwn "ofthe Canadian. Pacific Rail- | 
way scheme, one of the greatest’ and. most 
_ marvellous works of our. time, Tt ws 
possible to speak too highly of the onergy, 
the indomitable zeal, and patience of ‘our 
Canadian fellow-subjocts in carrying the 
enterpriso througl.- They ought to bo 
roud in this country of having for thoir 
fellow-subjecta men who had been able to 
overcome so successfully and so rapidly 
puch great difficulties as were opposed to 
them, and in this connection it was impossl- 


and New Zealand, 

enormous advanages to be derived from the 
establishment of this mail route, yno of the 
greatest of which would be the oncourags- 
merit of oar commerce and our friendebip 
with those twa most iiportant auciont 
empires, Japan and China. “Everything 
should be done which would tund to -draw 
closer the bonds of friendabip between this 
country and those two important cyuntrios. 
Anothor advantage was-that we should have 
an alternative line of communication, in 
tho event of European complications,to In- 
dia, China, Japan, and Australia through 
British territory. In that respect nothing 
could exeded the iniportance of this scheme. 
Atmong its minor advantages would bo that 
supplies could ba sont to tho feet by it; and 
that coal could be obtained in Vancouver 
Island. ‘Thon, again, this now” failway 


-) could not fail very shortly to’ open up vast 


and fertilo districts to cur surplus popula- 
tion, and anything which called attention 
to that part of the world must bo an ad- 
vantage to this country. Agan inducement 
to tho Imperial Governmont to grant the 
aubsidy, special terms wero offered for the 
convoyance of troops and stores, while 
emigrants’ sleeping carriages conveying 
thirty to forty persons would be run. He 
should not bo sorry to soe this magnificent 
line of steamers started if for no other 
reason than the employment they would 
give during tho threa or four years that 
would be employed in building them in this 
country. Whether tho terms of the pro- 
posed subsidy woro just or not he could yt 
aay ; but, os the Canadian Government had 
done so much for this yroat and magniticont 
work, he trusted that the Government of 
this country would look upon this proposal 
with a favanrable cyc, and would help 
forward the enterpriso by every moans in 
their power. . Awe 

Earl Granville said that, he . entirely 
agreed with very much, although not with 
all that had fallon from the noble earl, He 
concurred with tle observations of 
the noblo‘ earl that this was . not 
a party question, and with what he had 
said as to tle enorgy atid ability shown 
by Sir J. Macdonald and Sir George Step- 
hon, tho chairman of the company, in carry- 
ing forward their great railway 80 expediti- 
ously and sueccastully.
